Rosann  and  Cora  never  married,  both  died  of  TB  as  did  Mary  Jane. 
Note  4  deaths  from  TB  in  19  months,  including  the  mother,  Hetty. 
Hetty's  epitaph  reads  "She's  gone  to  the  world  above".

The  log  home  in  which  Jenny  was  born. 

On  a  winding  road,  near  a  grove  of  trees  stood  an  old  log  house 
large  trees  were  near  and  an  old  hammock  hung  between  two  trees 
It  was  made  of  wooden  barrel  staves,  held  together  with  strong 
wire.   An  old  pump  also  was  in  front  of  the  house. 

Going  inside  by  the  front  door,  one  entered  a  good  sized 
kitchen  with  a  wood  burning  stove  or  range.   There  were  some 
chairs,  a  table  and  cupboards  with  glass  doors  in  upper  part. 
To  the  right  was  another  room  with  heating  stove,  chairs  and 
a  cupboard  with  tin  in  the  doors. 

Off  the  kitchen  was  a  shed  which  was  used  for  wood  for  the 
stoves  and  to  wash  clothes.   There  was  an  upstairs  with  two 
beds.   If  there  was  more  furniture,  I  do  not  remember.   The 
house  belonged  to  Will  Fleetwood.

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THE  CLOCK  AND  FAMILY  TRAGEDY 


The  clock  pictured  above  is  in  our  home  and  operating.   Inscribec 
on  its  back  in  faint  legible  pencil  are  the  words: 

Guaranted  one  year 
$5.00 
Sept  5,  .1892 

As  an  inquisitive  youngster,  I  was  fascinated  by  this  instrument 
which  always  had  its  place  in  the  long,  seemingly  hollow  kitchen 
and  eating  area  of  my  grandfathers  home.   It  struck  with  a  loud 
clang,  and  the  emptiness  of  the  kitchen  caused  its  ticking  to 
echo  far  into  the  other  rooms.   Yet  it  was  a  grand  time-piece 
in  those  days. 


My  grandfather,  William  A.

Consumption  had  taken  his  sister  Mary  Jane  less  than  two  years 
after  her  marriage.   She  had  lived  in  the  log  house  built  in 
1866  by  her  father,  William  A.  Fleetwood,  Sr. 

Six  months  later,  Rosann  was  badly  ill  with  consumption,  and 
medicine  had  been  prescribed  on  an  hourly  schedule.   There  was 
no  time  piece  in  the  house.   William  Sr.,  collected  all  his 
coins  and  sent  my  grandfather,  then  age  14,  on  horseback  to 
Berne  to  buy  a  clock.   Berne  was  nearly  three  miles  away. 

He  brought  home  the  "Rocket"  made  by  the  Ingraham  Company,  of 
Bristol,  Connecticut. 

Three  months  after  the  clocks  arrival,  Rosann  died  at  the  age 
of  twenty.   Nine  months  later,  Cora,  age  eighteen,  was  taken 
also  by  consumption. 

Their  mother,  Hetty,  had  died  two  and  a  half  years  earlier. 
In  less  than  four  years,  the  family  of  eleven  was  reduced  to 
seven. 

Mary  Jane's  husband,  Absalom,  remarried  to  Emma  J.  Urich  and 
continued  living  in  the  log  house  on  the  farm.  In  Four  years 
Absalom  also  succumbed  to  consumption  at  the  age  of  twenty-nine. 


Before  William  Jr ' s  death  in  1953,  he  advised  Clarence,  his 
only  son,  that  I  was  to  have  the  clock  from  the  kitchen. 


As  the  "Rocket"  did  for  three  generations, 
out  the  hours  to  its  fourth.

SUDDENLY  OF  APOPLEXY 

William  Fleetwood,  one  of  Berne'r 
oldest  citizens,  was  found  dead  in  & 
cnair  at  his  home  Wednesday  after- 
noon at  about  4:30"  o'clock  by  his 
daughter,  Mrs.  Frank  CottrelL  The 
body  was  still  warm  and  death  had 
probably   resulted   within   the   hour. 

The  coroner's  verdict  after  he  had 
Been  called,  was  that  death  was  due 
to  apoplexy.  Mr.  Fleetwood  had  been 
in  ill  health  for  several  days  but 
when  last  seen  by  his  daughter  at 
about  one  o'clock,  he  had  not  seemed 
any  worse! 

Deceased  was  born  in  Pickaway 
Co.,  Ohio,  on  June  3,  1833.  thus  bring- 
ing his  age  to  83  years,  ll  months  and 
23  days. 

.He  was.  married  to  Miss  Hettie 
Timmons  January  24,  1854.  To  this 
union  ten  children  were  born.  In 
March,  1866,  they  moved  to  Indiana 
and  purchased  the  farm  east  of  Berne 
which  he  still  owned  at  his  death. 
For  the  past  few  years  he  had  retired 
from  the  farm,  although  he  continued 
to  work  from  time  to  time. 
_  Surviving  are  two  sons,  Thomas  S. 
and  William  A.,  and  three  daughters, 
Mrs.  Alice  Cottrell,  Mrs.  Minerva 
Ray  and  Mrs.  Artie  Murray.  Also  22 
grandchildren  and  %  21  great-grand- 
children, survive.
